Lieutenant-Colenel Barrow informs me; that the 
fettlers had been attacked by a flotilla confifting of thir- 
ty-one veflels, having on board two thoufand land troops 
and five hundred feamen.: Arthur O’Neil, Governor 
r General of Yucatan, and a Field Marfhall in the fervice 
of Spain, commanded in. perfon. I have great fatisfac- 
tion in tranfmitting the letter of the Lieutenant Colonel, 
by which your Grace will be informed, that this ar- 
mament has been repulfed, and the expedition entitely 
fruftrated. : 

The Lieutenant Colonel fpeaks in the handfomett 
‘manner of the conduct of Captain Mofs, of his Majef- 
ty’s fhip Merlin, and of the wonderful exertions of 
‘the-fettlers and their négro flaves, who, manned the gun

Previoufly to which’his Majefty 
narrowly efcaped being thrown from his horfe, as he 
was coming out from the entrance of the Queen’s houfe, 
occafioned Y two. of the fentinels refting their' arms 


juft as his Majefty approached ‘them, which caufed his 
horfe to ftart back about fix yards, and fall upon his 
belly ; upon: which General Manners was difpatched to 
the officer on duty at the Queen’s Guard, to give or- 
ders to the fentinels to .reft their arms’ a confiderable 
time before his Majefty approaches them in future. 
Princes Edward and Erneft accompanied his Majefty, 
whofe horfes were likewife nearly throwing them. 

Mr Jackfon, his Majelty’s Charge d’ Affaires at 
Turin, in the abfence of Mr Trevor, is arrived in 
London. General Joubert ftarted ho difficulty to the 
granting of paffports to the Minifters of the powers at 
war with France, who refided at Turin. The princi- 
pal Minifters in that city were thofe of Great Britain, 
Ruffia, and Portugal. 

The following are the number and rank of the officers, 
and route of the march of the Ruffian troops, as given 
in the Haerlem Courant of the 22d of December: 
Two lieutenant-generals, fix major-generals, twelve 
colonels, twenty-one lieutenant-colonels, forty-three ma- 
jors, eighty-five captains. The firft column of thefe 
troops is to be at Cranwitz, in Moravia, from the gth 
to the 12th of December; Raunitz, 11th and 13th;
